Dr.  Harold  I.  Hansen,  member  of  the  Utah  State  Agricultural 
College  speech  department,  has  been  appointed  chairman  of  the 
Brigham  Young  University  speech  department,  according  to  Presi- 
dent Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

Director  of  the  Hill  Cumorah  Pageant,  Dr.  Hartsen  will  succeed 
Dr.  T.  Earl  Pardoe.  Dr.  Pardoe  was  placed  on  retirement  status 
last  Aug^ust  and  has  acted  as  department  chairman  since  then.  He 
will  remain  on  the  speech  faculty. 


Appointment  of  Dr.  Hansen  is 
effective  immediately,  but  he  will 
return  to  Utah  State  for  one  ses- 
sion of  the  summer  quarter.  A 
native  of  Logan,  he  received  the 
B.S.  degree  at  USAC  in  1937,  the 
master’s  degree  and  the  Ph.D. 
degree  from  the  State  University 
of  Iowa. 

Cumorah  Pageant  Head 

He  first  took  over  the  Cumorah 
pageant  at  Hill  Cumorah,  N.H.. 
in  1937-39  when  ho  served  in  the 
Eastern  States  mission.  Since 
then  he  has  also  produced  the 
event  In  1940  and  1941,  1948-1950. 
He  is  slated  to  direct  this  year’s 
production  which  will  be  staged 
August  7 to  9. 

Dr.  Hansen  has  had  experience 
as  a teacher  of  religion  and 
speech,  and  is  a former  principal 
of  the  Lovell-Cowley  LDS  semin- 
ary. In  addition,  he  taught  at 
South  Cache  Seminary,  was  dl’ 
rectory  of  the  LDS  Institute  at 
Idaho  State  College,  speech  In- 
structor at  Iowa  University, 
slstant  professor  and  director  of 
the  Studio  Theater,  Michigan 
State  College,  associate  professor, 
director  and  business  manager  of 
the  USAC  Theater  for  the  last 
four  years. 

Speech  KxiM*rlencPs 

He  has  acted  in  the  casts  of  the 
Progression  players  and  the 
Cleveland  Playhouse,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Lansing  Theatre 
Guild.  He  received  the  National 
University  Players  Award  at 
Iowa  University  in  1940. 

Dr.  Pardoe,  retiring  chairman 
of  the  BYU  speech  department, 
will  continue  on  the  faculty.  His 
250th  play  at  the  Y w^  the  re- 
cently produced  "Devil  s Disci- 
ple.” An  authority  on  European 
culture,  he  Is  scheduled  to  head 
a Study  Abroad  tour  of  Europe 
this  summer. 

From  Ogden.  Dr.  Pardoe  re- 
ceived his  early  education  in  Og- 
den schools  and  later  studied. 


Leland  Stanford  University.  He 
was  graduated  from  Leland  Pow- 
ards  School  in  1913  and  became 
associated  with  Brigham  Young 
in  1920.  His  A.B.  degree  was 
granted  by  the  Y in  1925.  which 
was  followed  with  the  M.A.  de- 
gree from  Southern  California  In 
1931,  and  the  Ph.D.  In  1936  at 
University  of  Louisiana. 

His  wife,  Mrs.  Kathryn  B.  Par- 
doe, is  assistant  professor  of 
speech  at  BYU.

The  erection 
of  a bulletin  board  in  such  a hall  of  learning  is  as  much  an  act  of 
desecration  as  defacing  a public  building.

Much  has  been  said  in  pleading  for  students  to  walk  on  the 
sidewalks  and  leave  the  lawn  intact  but  someone  apparently  over- 
looked the  fact  that  our  sidewalks  are  grossly  inadequate  for  the 
size  of  the  studentbody.  The  diwely  traveled  way  between  the 
north  building  and  the  east  entrance  of  the  Science  building  is  hard- 
ly wide  enough  for  a small  dog  cart,  let  alone  the  throngs  who 
crowd  this  narrow  passage  every  hour.  The  builders  of  the  struc- 
ture had  great  foresight  in  expanding  its  facilities  but  evidently  the 
builders  of  its  walks  underestimated  the  need  for  sufficient  room. 
It  would  expedite  traffic  and  reduce  congestion  if  we  either  had 
more  walks  (which  would  reduce  our  already  small  amount  of 
grass)  or  wider  ones. — B.  A.

Conference  Highlights 


The  weekend  was  highlighted  by  the  inspiring  speeches  pre- 
sented by  the  General  Authorities  at  the  122nd  annual  General 
Conference  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  The 
following  are  a few  excerpts  representative  of  the  speeches  given 
during  the  three-day  conference. 

PRES.  DAVID  O.  MCKAY 

“The  founders  of  this  great  republic  had  faith  in  the  economic 
and  political  welfare  of  this  country  because  they  had  faith  in  God, 
Today  it  is  not  uncommon  to  note  an  apologetic  attitude  on  the  part 
of  men  when  they  refer  to  the  need  of  God’s  governing  in  the  affairs 
of  men.  Indeed.  . . the  success  of  Communism  depends  largely 
upon  the  substitution^of  the  belief  in  God  by  belief  in  the  supremacy 
of  the  state. 

“Governments  were  instituted  of  God  for  the  benefit  of  man; 
man  was  not  born  for  the  benefit  of  the  state”;  defend  the  sacred 
ness  of  the  family  ties  and  “the  perpetuation  of  the  family  as  the 
cornerstone  of  society”;  and  “proclaim  the  necessity  of  honesty  and 
loyalty,  doing  an  .honest  day’s  work  for  an  honest  day’s  pay.” 

“Honesty  in  government  is  as  essential  to  the  perpetuation  and 
stability  of  our  government  as  it  is  necessary  to  the  stability  of 
character  in  the  individual.” 

“Among  conditions  giving  rise  to  apprehension,  I name  but  one 
— the  efforts  to  deprive  man  of  his  free  agency;  to  steal  from  the 
individual  his  liberty.” 

“Next  to  life,  free  agency  is  the  greatest  gift  of  God  to  man." 

“Under  this  concept,  it  is  a gross  imposition  if  indeed  not  a 
crime,  for  any  government  ,any  labor  union,  or.  any  other  organiza- 
tion to  deny  a man  the  right  to  speak,  to  worship,  to  work.” 


The  World  Today  Letters  to  the  Editor . . . 

Ike?  Pro  and  Con  Where’s  the  Difference? 


(Cal  Pratt  is  guest  colum- 
nist today  while  Ford  Paul- 
son attends  a debate  tourney 
in  California.) 

Since  General  Dwight  D.  Eisen- 
hower has  been  so  forcibly 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
American  people  as  a possible 
presidential  candidate,  the  ques- 
tion naturally  arises  as  to  the 
wisdom  of  electing  a military 
man  Vo  the  high  office. 

There  are  advantages  and  dis- 
advantages and  a great  many  his- 
torical parallels  (not  necessarily 
American)  to  substantiate  almost 
any  opinion  regarding  military 
leadership. 

Some  of  the  factors  directly  in- 
volved in  “Ike’s”  situation  that 
count  toward  him  are: 

1.  His  military  career  makes 
him  a non-politician.  This  means 
he  could  very  likely  be  elected  by 
something  other  than  a smooth- 
working political  machine.  His 
military  experience  might  garner 
the  huge  veteran  vote,  especially 
those  who  served  in  his  European 
command. 

2.  Ike’s  position  makes  him 
favorable  foreign  policy-wise.  'He 
has  tremendous  respect  among  all 
nations,  he  symbolizes  the  victory 
of  World  War  II,  unity  in  the 
NATO,  and  has  even  been  decor- 
ated by  Russia.  He  favors  Eu- 
rope being  self-supporting. 

3.  In  the  domestic  field  he  has 
been  responsible  for  the  opera- 
tions of  an  American  Military 
Government  in  Germany  which 
approximates  the  same  responsi- 
bilities he  would  undertake  in  the 
American  national  circle.  He  has 
proven  the  ability  to  choose  able 
leadership  in  this  regard. 

4.  Unlike  other  military  leaders 
of  America,  he  would  not  be 
swept  into  office  on  the  tide  of 
“hero  worship.”  Seven  years  have 
passed  since  he  announced  the 
surrender  of  Germany  and  even 
*:hough  he  came  out  of  retirement 
to  unite  the  NATO  members,  he 
was  chosen  for  his  ability  to  uni- 
fv  and  not  because  he  was  popu- 
lar. 

5.  He  .has  the  typical  home- 
spun  American  background,  cer- 
tain traits  of  character  such  as 
directness,  honesty,  and  integrity 
that  cannot  be  challenged.  In 
other  words,  his  position  makes 
it  hard  for  an  effective  campaign 
against  him. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  are 
disadvantages: 

1.  Military  experience  makes 
him  a rigid,  disciplined^  uncom- 
promising servant  of  the  law. 
This  always  tends  toward  dicta- 
torial practices,  and  rule  by  force 
of  law  instead  of  changeable  will. 

2.  The  history  of  America  has 
a . few  sad  chapters  concerning 
military  presidents.  There  has  al- 
ways been  abundant  corruption 
and  a tremendous  misunderstand- 
ing of  domestic  issues  during 
those  times. 

3.  Having  faithfully  served  un- 
der Democratic  administrations, 
Ike’s  Republican  political  leanings 
appear  to  be  contradictory  to 
party  stalwarts.  Many  believe  his 
election  .would  see  no  change  of 
foreign  policy. 

4.  Ike  has  never  openly  declared 
himself  on  many  important  is- 
sues concerning  the  domestic  re- 
lations of  the  nation  as  well  as 
foreign  policy  in  the  Far  East.

like  T.  V.  Smith,  General  Wedemeyer,  Snator  Douglas. 

Now  when  general  conference  comes,  one  wojuld  naturally  ex- 
pect that  if  the  administration  is  consistent,  every  effort  would  be 
made  to  encourage  students  to  attend.  Admittedly,  instead  of  a 
gneral,  a T.  V.,  or  a Senator  there  would  be  only  the  prophets  of 
God  to  speak,  but  some  believe  that  they  might  be  more  inspiring 
than  even  a devotional. 

It  is  true  that  all  the  students  at  the  Y would  not  be  able  to 
attend  even  if  they  wanted  to.  It  is  also  true  that  all  the  Jews  in 
the  world  could  not  be  accommodated'  in  Palestine  even  if  they 
wanted  to,  and  if  all  the  people  in  the  world  accepted  the  gospel, 
they  could  not  all  migrate  to  Utah.  But  rather  than  abandon  these 
ideas  because  of  this,  it  is  realized  by  some  that  there  are  individuals 
who  will  do  these  things.  Joseph  Smith,  at  least,  gave  consideration 
to  the  individual  in  preference  to  a regimented  mass.  His  was  a 
noble  viewpoint.

procedure  was  to  be  decided  upon  strictly  by  the  students.  The  fac- 
ulty was  to  keep  “hands  off”  and  was  to  comply  with  any  decision 
made  by  the  students. 

The  announcement  last  ^eek  that  the  faculty  had  voted  unani- 
mously to  comply  was  a reaffirmation  of  the  ’49  decision  by  Apostle 
Cowley.  It  is  not  to  be  taken,  then,  as  an  indication  of  what  the 
individual  faculty  mepibers  believe  in  regard  to  the  philosophy  of 
the  system.  The  faculty  has  kept  its  promise.  Thus,  an  injustice 
would  be  done  if  the  name  of  any  faculty  member  were  implicated 
with  this  philosophy  unless  his  views  were  definitely  known.  Fo.- 
example,  a former  faculty  member,  now  deceased,  through  an  un- 
fortunate incident  which  I could  relate,  had  his  name  linked  to  the 
system.  In  reality,  however,  he  was  strongly  against  it.  Ho  didn't 
defend  himself.  He  kept  the  promise.

Brigham  Young  UnWersily’s 
second  annual  Church  History 
Travel  Tour  has  been  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  accord- 
ing to  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkin- 
son. 

Covering  every  major  and  most 
minor  sites  Important  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  SalRts.  the 
tour  will  leave  Provo  on  June  9 
for  a trip  of  21  days  and  6500 
miles.  • 

Cosponsored  by  the  extension 
division,  the  division  of  religion 
and  the  summer  schttol,  the  tour 
will  carry  six  hours  of  under- 
graduate credit. 

Alma  P.  Burton,  member  of 
the  religion  department  faculty, 
will  be  Instructor  for  the  coifrse. 

The  tour,  which  will  cost  $290 
per  i)erson,  meal  expense  exclud- 
ed, will  be  limited  to  thirty-five 
enroUees.  the  maximum  number 
that  can  travel  on  the  bus.  Presi- 
dent Wilkinson  commented  that 
suggestions  to  charter  two  or 
more  buses  had  been  rejected  in 
order  that  the  tour  could  be  one 
of  supervised  study  with  a high 
standard  of  instruction  being 
maintained. 

Night  stops  will  be  made  in 
Nebraska.  Iowa.  Indiana,  Pennsyl- 
vania, Washington,  D.  C.,  New 
York,  Ohio,  Missouri  and  Wyo- 
ming. 

Among  the  Important  historic 
sites  which  will  be  visited  will  be 
Independence.  Liberty  Jail,  Rich- 
mond, Far  West.  Palmyra,  the 
Sacred  Grove,  the  Hill  Cumorah, 
Susquehanna  River  area,  the  Kirt 
land  Temple.  Carthage  Jail.  Nau 
voo  Temple  site.  Council  Bluffs, 
Winter  Quarters  and  the  trail  of 
the  Mormon  Pioneers  westward 
to  Emigration  Canyon. 

A detailed  study  will  be  made 
of  each  place  visited,  and  the  sig- 
nificance of  each  point  will  be 
outlined  by  Mr.  Burton. 

In  addition  to  the  sites  of  in- 
terest outlined  above.  Important 
American  history  sites  will  -be 


visited.  These  include  Mt.  Ver- 
non, Arlington,  Lincoln  Memorial, 
Washington  Monument,  the  Pen- 
tagon, Lexington,  Gettysburg  and 
other  points  of  interest  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  and  Boston.

The  Utes  managed  to 
run  up  a 50-36  score  in  the  third 
period  which  the  Cats  whittled 
down  to  within  three  points  of 
the  home-standing  Redskin  team.

All-in-all,  the  nearly  6000  fans 
who  saw  the  game  were  well 
paid  for  their  attendance.

About  a month  ago  there  appeared  in  Life  magazine,  a couple 
of  articles  written  by  Ty  Cobb,  probably,  the  greatest  ball  player 
that  ever  lived.  In  these  articles  he  soundly  rapped  the  present 
players  of  the  national  pastime.  Cobb,  himself,  was  active  for  over 
20  years  in  the  big  leagues  and  can’t  understand  why  players  today 
are  lucky  to  last  15. 

Some  of  the  criticisms  by  the  Georgia 
Peach  are  well  founded,  but  on  the  whole  he 
is  a little  tough  on  today’s  diamond  perform- 
ers. He  should  remember  that  when  times 
change,  players  also  change.  Players  today 
have  a lot  more  to  think  about  than  in  Cobb’s 
time.  iVIen  like  Williams  and  DiMag  gave 
up  what  would  have  been  their  peak  years 
for  a three  or  four  stint  in  the  service. 

For  a few  years  after  the  war,  baseball 
suffered  while  the  youngsters  gained  experi- 
ence in  the  minors,  the  old  men  and  war  ball  players  hung  on, 
and  the  returning  servicemen  got  back  into  shape.  About  1950 
things  began  to  look  normal  and  then  Uncle  Harry  S.  sent  the 
boys  on  a Korean  version  of'the  Bataan  death  march. 

In  Old  Ty’s  opinion  the  only  outstanding  players  today  are  Stan 
Musial  and  Phil  Rizzuto.  It’s  generally  acknowledged  that  Musial  is 
one  of  the  greatest  hitters  of  all  time  but  Rizzuto’s  worth  isn’t  iCs 
apparent  unless  you  watch  him.  He  is  the  best  bunter  in  the  busi- 
ness and  after  watching  him  throw  out  men  while  perched  on  his 
tookus  at  deep  short,  one  is  easily  convinced. 

Cobb’s  pet  dislike  is  a type  of  player  like  Ralph  Kiner  whose 
only  ability  seems  to  be  in  knocking  the  ball  as  far  as  most  people 
care  to  walk  in  a day.  The  fact  that  Kiner  has  averaged  over  40 
homers  a year  in  his  not  too  long  tenure  in  the  Senior  Circuit  doesn’t 
impress  the  old  master. 

The  fact  that  Tod  Williams  never  learned  to  hit  to  left 
fie;d  is  a sad  state  of  affairs  indeed,  but  when  you  get  right 
down  to  it,  whose  fault  is  that.  The  day  the  Splinter  showed  up 
in  Boston,  if  Joe  Cronin  had  said,  “Now  look  here  Teddy  old 
fellow,  we  have  three  fields  here  and  grown  up  players  use  ’em

“Experimental  Transmission  of 
Tularemia  by  the  Tropical  Rat 
Mite”  by  Dr.  Cluff  H.  Opla,  an- 
other BYU  graduate.
